Community of Tabor 


Tabor is not a town. 
True, a couple of stores, a postoffice, 
gin and a few residences are there, but they merely mark the 
trading center of one of the progressive com munities of Brazos 
county. 
The Tabor people have ideas. 
They are putting those 
Ideas into effect. 
The ideas they have are progressive. 
They 
have done things, found them good and are planning to do other 
things. 
Among the big things they have done was to build a 
high school with two rooms and give instruction as high as the 
tenth grade. 
A little later they will take in the eleventh grad* 
and become affiliated •with the state university and other insti­ 
tutions of higher education. 
This will involve the employment 
of a second teacher, and such employe will be secured when the 
number of pupils m akes it necessary. 
They have now about 
thirty-five students enrolled and these will be increased by grad­ 
uates from the four grade schools of the community which feed 
the high school. 
Back of what they have done is an ambition, worthy and 
high. 
When they erected their high school building they had 
an eye on the future. 
They put it in the midst of spacious 
grounds and the gentleman from whom they purchased the land 
gave them a verbal option on five acres more. 
The tract they 
already have has been set with trees, but these did not do well 
because of the long months of dry weather and the lack of at­ 
tention due to the absence of anyone on the property to give 
it the daily attention it requires. 
But they propose to erect a 
residence for a teacher who will be a permanent resident of the 
community, one who will be helpful to the people in many ways 
besides giving instruction to the youth. 
The little park it is pro­ 
posed to build up about the school house will, when the trees 
com e on to a size sufficient to give shade, becom e the gathering 
place, the picnic grounds for the com munity. 
Furthermore, as 
if to intensify the idea of com m unity betterment, they propose 
to close the option on that additional five acres of land and start 
a com munity demonstration farm, taking advantage of the fact 
that Brazos county has employed two demonstration agents anti 
thai the Texas Agricultural and Mechanical school is located in 
their midst. 
Unlike other com m unities in the county, they are 
taking advantage of the presence of the college, and the condi­ 
tion of their homes, their farms, their school show that they are 
putting into practice the ideas obtained from the college men. 
It takes none but a mediocre prophet to tell what is going 
to happen in the Tabor community, because things have hap­ 
pened in the past where these things have been done. 
The peo­ 
ple out there are going to have a first class community. 
They 
are going to have the best producing farms in the county, at 
least outside the bottoms. 
They are going to have fine cattle, 
hogs and poultry running on those farms. 
They are going to 
have food and feed enough every year for them selves and gome 
to sell. 
Their cotton crop is going to be their bank account. 
Their homes are going to be just as well equipped with com forts 
and conveniences as any city homes, and the people in them are 
going to secure all the refinements it is possible to obtain. They 
are going to be city folks living in the country, wealthy, healthy 
and wise. 
They have started in the right direction and while 
they may meet obstacles they will overcome these in time and 
get to their goal eventually. 


Everybody is a Soldier. 
The editor of the Eagle is just as much a soldier of the 
United States as any enlisted man in uniform who is bearing a 
gun or (lying un army aeroplane. 
The publishers of the paper, 
who stand back of him in giving publicity to such matters as 
arise for the good of the country and the enlistment of men in 
all lines, are equally as patriotic &» is the editor. 
These rather 
personal lines are mentioned to introduce the proposition that 
men and women in all lines of patriotic endeavor are just as 
much soldiers as those who bear arms. 
It is realized that they 
who volunteer to serve their country and offer their lives, gather 
about them a glamor and a halo that the ordinary servitor such 
as the editor of the Eagle does not get, or seek; nevertheless, it 
takes five people to supi>ort that man who goes to the front, 
five people to provide him with guns, ammunition, clothes, food, 
shelter, transportation and the hundred and one things he needs 
as a soldier. 
These five people are the folks bediind the one 
gun, and they are to be given consideration. 
The W oman’s 
League for Service has separated the work of the women into 
eleven divisions, each of which has a special service to perform. 
With the exception of the lied Cross, probably none of the work­ 
ers in any of these divisions would be expected to engage in any 
activity at the front, yet they are all just as essential to the 


successful carrying on of the war as a e the Red Cross nurses. 
As we understand the president’s conscription plan, it is 
not dissimilar in principle to that of the wom an’s league, In that 
all the people will be called upon for service, but as far as pos­ 
sible they will be assigned to work suited to individual tastes 
and capabilities. 
Now, this work does r ot necessarily mean that 
they will be soldiers, but that, like the editor of the Eagle, they 
will all be given work to do. 
Som e will raise food products, som e 
cotton for clothing, some will look after transportation 
and 
others will have various other duties to perform, all very es­ 
sential to the successful prosecution of the war. 
In short, the 
whole people of the whole nation are to be enlisted in the serv­ 
ice of the country and their labors divided cs may seem bes) 
to those who are entrusted with the m anagem ent and conduct 
of the war. 
This, as we understand it, is the meaning of “selective 
conscription.” 
meaning, as we think it does, the enlistm ent of 
all the people who offer their services for any purpose the author­ 
ities may deem wise, we then have an army of one hundred 
million people, including the children, and their labors for the 
country are to be conducted along system atic lines for the ben­ 
efit of the entire country. 
Thus is confusion avoided, every­ 
thing is expected to contribute to the perfect working of the 
army at the front and the whole nation will co-ordinate like a 
piece of machinery of many com ponent parts, all in perfect 
alignment and contact and properly oiled. 
The great success 
of the German army was largely due to the fact that the whole 
people was organized along these lines. 
Every necessity for the 
army at the front had been long considered and plans perfected 
for its utility in tim es of war. 
And it worked, too, for the world 
has never seen suc h a tremendous lighting machine as was tho 
German army at tin1 opening of the war. 
We care not if the Germans did bring it to pass, it is the 
right sort of idea in organization to bring success to the United 
States; we were about to say, “to American arm s,” but this is 
a bigger subject than the mere fighting branch indicates. 
The 
whole nation is the army of the United States, no m atter where 
we may serve or in what capacity, just so we serve intelligently 
and obey orders. 
Obedience to orders was one big feature of 
the German organization. 
To the German, 
’Twas not his to question why; 
I [is but to do and die.

THE BRYAN WEEKLY KAGLE 
BRYAN FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 
AS TOLD BY AN OLD PAPER 


Albert E. Worley brought to the tie, but there Is no mention of 
any 
Eagle office a few days ago a copy 
of the W eekly Bryan Appeal of Fri­ 
day, April 26, 1872, just 45 years ago 
tomorrow. 
The paper was preserved 
because of the wedding notice it con­ 
tained of Arthur Worley and Miss Ma­ 
rietta Prestridge, parents of Mr. Wor­ 
ley, who were marled April 18, 1872, 
by Rev. F. M. Law, at the residence 
of Dr. Lynch. 
This paper contains a poem writ­ 
ten for the Appeal by F. H. S. and 
a long letter from “Brother Crafford,’’ 
who had apparently just moved from 
Mississippi. 
There is also a Texas 
circular on immigration 
from 
the 
northern states and a considerably 
quantity of informative 
miscellany. 
One such article is a clipping from 
the Wilmington, N. C., Star on the 
spinning of southern cotton and send­ 
ing the yarn to Manchester, England, 
but since those days Wilmington has 
become not only a spinning but a 
weaving center. 
On the editorial page is a short par­ 
agraph quoting the aSn Antonio H er­ 
ald on Indian raids on the border, 
another concerning the meeting of the 
Liberal Republicans at San Antonio 
and along this line the editors, G. I. 
Goodwin and R. J. Smith, comment 
favorably on the action of the gov­ 
ernor of Illinois in declaring m ar­ 
tial law in Chicago. 
Even at 
that 
date there is urging for harmony with 
the national administration in order 
to secure prosperity in Texas. One 
editorial is of local interest. It says:
